ollowing in the footsteps of Pokémon Red 
and Blue, the latest Game Boy Pokémon 
adventure is the 
much-anticipated 
Pokémon Yellow. While 
there are many similarities 
between the Red, Blue and 
Yellow versions, there are 
some exciting differences 
that are worth checking out. 
Pokémon Yellow is 
compatible with Game Boy Color and the Game 
Boy Printer. Pokémon Yellow also offers a new, 
two-player mode that allows two gamers (each 
with a copy of Pokémon Yellow) to connect their 
Game Boys with the Game Link Cable and partici- 
pate in Pokémon battles. You can also trade indi- 
vidual Pokémon with your friends. However, if you 
really want to catch’em all when playing Pokémon 
Yellow, you must trade with players using the Red 
and Blue versions. 
One of the biggest changes to Pokémon Yellow 
that sets it apart from Red 
and Blue is that Ash receives 
a Pikachu from Professor 
Oak at the beginning of the 
adventure. Pikachu follows 
Ash around during his entire 
journey. Of course, you have 
to still help Ash collect and 


train other Pokémon. 

While all of the locations Ash visits in 
Pokémon Yellow are virtually identical to the Red 
and Blue versions (there are a few new bonus and 
secret areas), each area’s components are differ- 
ent. For example, if in the Red and Blue version 
you visited an area and found an item or TM on 
the ground, the item in Pokémon Yellow will be 
different. Likewise, each Pokemon’s special pow- 
ers aren't the same. As a result, the strategies used 
to become a Pokémon Master when playing the 
Red and Blue versions won't necessarily work in 
Pokémon Yellow. 

Another difference you'll notice is that some 
of the generic Team Rocket members who appear 
in the Red and Blue versions are now specific 
characters, like Jesse and James from the Pokémon 
television series. 

Once again, Ash’s adventure begins in Pallet 
Town. Professor Oak recruits Ash and his grand- 
son, Gary, to collect data for the Pokédex. In order 
to achieve this objective, you must find and col- 
lect each type of Pokémon, 

In addition to collecting 
all of the varieties of 
Pokémon, Ash wants to 
become the world’s greatest 
Pokémon Master. To 
accomplish this, he must 
defeat the eight Pokémon 


Gym Leaders who work out at various gyms. 
Each Gym Leader specializes in training certain 
types of Pokémon. 

Finding, collecting, training and battling 
Pokémon are Pokémon Yellow’s key gaming 
elements. Wherever Ash travels in Pokémon 
World, Pikachu faithfully follows. This particular 
Pikachu doesn’t like spending time in Poké 
Balls, so it’s almost always visible on the screen. 
Pikachu's mood changes throughout the adven- 
ture. Ash can turn to face his Pokémon pal 
when you press the A button. A picture of 
Pikachu will appear and you'll be able to tell if 
he’s happy, sad or angry. While this doesn’t 
impact game play, it’s a cool feature! 

Once you've explored 
Pallet Town, it’s time to 
leave your home village 
and begin your quest. As 
you travel towards Viridian 
City, you'll encounter many a 
wild Pokémon. After obtain- 2) =_=—==== 
ing several Poké Balls, build 
up your Pokémon collection a 
as early as possible. Spend 
some time building up the Pokémon levels in 
your collection. 

Since Ash can only carry six Pokémon at 
any given time, it’s an excellent strategy to have 
him carry six different types of Pokémon with a 
variety of abilities. During battles with other 
trainers and wild Pokémon, have each Pokémon 
participate so their levels 
rise at the same pace.

If you have a friend who has the Red, Blue or 
Yellow version and you decide to trade individ- 
ual Pokémon, link up your two Game Boys and 
visit the nearest Poké Center. Have Ash walk to 
the right and visit the Cable Club. Choose “Trade 
Center” from the menu and make your trade(s). 
Within Cable Club you can also battle your 
Pokémon against your friend’s Pokémon by 
choosing the Coliseum 2 option. For this to work, 
both players must be playing Pokémon Yellow. 

When you enter Coliseum 2, you and a 
friend can participate in three different battles 
that have slightly varied rules. The Poké Cup is a 
battle between three Pokémon groups. The level 
of each Pokémon selected must be between 50 
and 55. If you have Pokémon that have reached 
between Levels 15 and 20, participate in the Pika 
Cup battles. When your three favorite Pokémon 
have reached between Levels 25 and 30, they 
can be selected to battle in the Petit Cup. 

If you‘re a hard core Pokémon fanatic and

LEARN HOW TO BUILD A STRONGER TRADING CARD GAME DECK. 
By Bill Gill 


n the Pokémon Trading Card Game, “practice 

makes perfect” holds true. Those aspiring to be 

Pokémon master trainers know that they 
should practice often and try to learn something 
from each battle. Fine-tuning your strategies and 
fighting skills are a must. In the TCG this is called 
“play-testing.” Each test match has a winner and 
loser, but what determines this outcome? Let's 
investigate what you can learn by play-testing! 


STRUCTION: ENE 
One of the simplest things to keep track of 
during Pokémon games is “how many” and “what 
type” of Energy cards you draw. If you have a 
small amount of Energy in your deck, most of your 
hard-hitting attacks will be unusable. Too much 


Energy doesn’t allow room for power cards in your 
deck, And your opponent will rarely be surprised 
with your attack plan if you use this method during 
game play. 

You must find the right balance to keep your 
deck running with enough Energy, but shifty 
enough to keep your Opponent guessing your next 
move. Make notes as to how often you're holding 
worthless extra Energy cards. If this is the case, yOu 
may want to drop your Energy card count. But if 
you find yourself begging for an Energy card, it’s 
time to beef up your Energy card count. 

No matter what color Pokémon you like to use, 
getting the right amount of Energy cards in your 
deck can be easy! During every other turn you 
need to draw an Energy card, which allows you to

With the help of some Trainer cards, your 
deck’s Energy total doesn’t need to be as high as 
30. For example, each Bill replaces a single card 
drawn by three cards (one to get Bill and two 
extra cards that Bill provides). This tips the bal- 
ance away from too much Energy and allows you 
to fill your deck with great power cards like 
Super Energy Removal, PlusPower and Stage 1 
and 2 Pokémon. With three or four Bill in your 
deck and an Energy Retrieval or two, you should 
be able to drop your total Energy count to as low 
as 23. Anything lower than this and you'll enter 
the danger zone of not having enough Energy to 
win the game. 

It’s easiest to tweak the Energy ratio in single 
color decks. Be sure to include four Double 

Colorless Energy cards if 
oe | you have a few Colorless

Multi-color decks are 
somewhat harder to tweak. But, by simply keep- 
ing a watchful eye on which colors are needed 
most, and how often they’re needed, you’|I dis- 
cover right amount of Energy needed. 


Deck CONSTRUCTION: MONSTER VARIETY 
Although playing with a single color of 
Pokémon is an easy way to make your deck 
work, make sure it’s not a punching bag for an 
opponent who can attack 
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Weakness/Resistance 

combinations in your deck 
so that you can get a good matchup against a 
variety of opponents. 

Luckily, most colors offer more than one 
alternative for Weakness/Resistance within the 
same color. Grass Pokémon can be weak against 
Fire, but they can also be weak to Psychic, Water 
Pokémon are usually weak to Lightning, but they 
can be weak to Grass. Even Psychic Pokémon, 


which are always weak against other Psychic 
Pokémon, can be paired with Colorless Pokémon 
(most of which offer Resistance to Psychic). By 
carefully selecting the monsters you place in your 
deck, you'll be able to avoid your opponent's 


strengths and perhaps force them into their own 
weak situation. 


Deck CONSTRUCTION: EVOLUTION RATIO 


The Pokémon TCG is cool because cards can 
“evolve” during a game to become stronger and 
last longer. But, you must have the Basic 
Pokémon card in play. A Stage 2 Pokémon card is 
completely useless without the Basic and Stage 1 
Pokémon in play. Because of this, a strong deck 
must include extra copies of the weaker, pre- 
evolved cards to make sure that the more power- 
ful Evolution cards have a place to go when they 
are drawn. 

If you hold Charizard a lot while waiting for 
Charmeleon or Charmander to be drawn, then 
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Charmeleon 


chances are you need to consult your “Evolution 

Ratio.” You should always have at least one more 
Basic Pokémon card in your deck for every Stage 
1 monster included. And nearly all Stage 2 mon- 

sters need at least at least one more Stage 1 mon- 
ster card in the deck as well. 

Even though Alakazam is a great Pokémon to 
have in play, the most you should play with in a 
deck are two. These two Alakazam will mesh well 
with three Kadabra and four Abra. The odds work 
in your favor to draw them in the following order: 
Abra, Kadabra and Alakazam. 

These are just a few of the strategies a 
Pokémon Trainer needs to master to become one 
of the elite, Be sure to pick up the next issue of
